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GENERAL STRIKE MOSTLY A 
BLUFF; TRADES COUNCIL 
DIDN'T PLAN IT 


London, May 17.—(By Canadian 
Press Cable)—The Manchester 
Guardian’s labor correspondent in 
London in a summary of the recent 
upheaval, declares that the general 
council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress was really bluffing until the 
last moment about calling a general 
strike in sympathy with the strik- 
ing miners, and had not much heart 
in the proposed general strike. 

The general council never shared 
the miners’ views on the question of 
wages, the Guardian’s correspond- 
ent asserts, but believed that the 
miners should have been prepared to 
accept a temporary reduction in pay. 

The correspondent says the mo- 
tive for suddénly calling off the 
strike is still difficult to explain, but 
agree with the suggestion cabled 
just after the event, that it was duc 
largely to poor response made in the 
north of England to the calling out 
of the “second line,” namely, the 
shipwrights and engineers, who 
were convinced that the Trades 
Union Congress movement was like- 
ly to crumble.

Whether the employers who suff- 

ered loas as a result of the general 
strike will seek to recover damages 
from the unions either individually 
or as one organization formed for 
the purpose, taking legal proceed- 
ings is entirely problematical at the 
present moment. 
*-Much may depend on the manner 
in which the unions and groups of 
workers accept the methods of the 
railways and other industries in 
taking their men back. 

The employers also are likely to 
wait to see what legislation, if any, 
the government will introduce in 
parliament to safeguard the country | 
against a repetition of the recent 
upheaval. 

Practically every union was in 
low financial water when the gen- | 
eral ‘strike opened and today the 
general fund in many instances is | 
virtually wiped out. Realizing this 
state of things, the London Society 
of Compositors agreed to forego the 
strike pay. 

Labor Manifesto 

London, May 17—The labor party 
in a manifesto relating to the re- 
cent general strike says: 

“For the purpose of checking un. 
constitutional governments and act- 
ing as a defensive weapon in the in- 
dustrial battle of labor, the general 
strike has its place, but the 
emancipation of the people from 
capitalism and the re-establishment 
of socialism must be achieved 
primarily by an educational and 
political organization.” 


THIRD FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 


Seeding of wheat is practically 
completed throughout the province, 
and seeding of coarse grain is ‘well 
advanced. Early sown wheat is well 
above the ground and looking 
healthy. Growing conditions gen- 
erally throughout the province are 
excellent. The weather since last 
report has been generally cool and 
showery, with a few very warm 
days. Almost every part of the 
province has been visited by rain 
which has varied in extent from 
light showers in some districts to 
heavy downpours in others. South- 
ern districts have received a fair 
amount of precipitation, and _ in 
spite of some soil drifting, condi- 
tions in these districts at present 
are satisfactory. In the central 
and northern districts rain has been 
more general, 

The outstanding comment to be 


made upon the situation at present 
in -the--fact that alt growth 1° we 


province is much in advance of 
other years. Foliage appeared much 
earlier than has been known for a 
long time, and the completion of 
seeding has been recorded consider- 
ably earlier than former years. 
Early sown wheat is now several 
inches above ground in many dis- 
tricts and growing rapidly. More 
rain will be needed in some districts 
if this rapid growth is to be sus- 
tained, but at present conditions 
may be said to be quite satisfactory. 

Cutworms are still active in some 
districts but measures to control 
these apparently have been general- 
ly effective. 


Pasture generally is good and 
stock in splendid condition, 
Latest reports show that the 


average in wheat acreage will be 
about ten per cent. with practically 
the same in other grain crops. For- 
age crops in the south will show a 
big increase, and there is some. in- 
crease in sugar beets, seeding of 
which is well advanced.

Ottawa, May 19.—(By Canadian | 
Press)—Nearly five weeks of bud-' 
get debate ‘in the house of commons 
concluded this morning by the gov- 
ernment’s acquiring a majority of 
138—the largest majority given to a, 
government measure this session. 


It was 3:30 o’clock when the last 
speaker took his seat and the speak-_ 
er put the question. The Conserva- 
tive amendment went down by 108 
votes to 121, Then the budget it- 
self was carried by the same major- 
ity. It was a sleepy house which 
managed to rouse itself somewhat 
by English and French songs while 
the division bells summoned the 
members. The day itself brought 
a revived interest in the debate. 
Premier King made his first lengthy 
speech since his return to the house 
in the Prince Albert bye-election. 
Hon. R. B. Bennett gave the final 
drive to the opposition arguments 
in the absence of Hon. Arthur 
Meighen who has been ill for sev- 
eral weeks. Mr, King retained his 
seat during the divisions and later 
rose to state that he had been paired 
with the opposition leader. There 
were empty benches scattered 
through the house owing to illness | 
of members for whom pairs had 
been arranged.
